establishing a first co^mection between the client application and a server 
application, wherein the serverVpplication provides updated host screen information 
to the client application in response to requests from the client application; 

establishing a second connection between a monitor application and the server 
application; 

receiving a notification of the ^ailability of updated host screen information 
via the second connection at the monitok application; 

requesting the updated host screeriS^nformation over the first connection 
responsive to receiving the notification; 

receiving the requested updated host sd^een information at the client 
application; and 

displaying the received updated host screen ^formation utilizing the client 
application.
